third week. 
Negotiation teams for the 
United Mine Workers and the 
Bituminous

Association reached a tentative 
agreement Wednesday night, 
but

union’s 
38-member 
bargaining council was unable 
to complete its line by line 
review of the 175-page package. 
The council must decide wheth­ 
er to send the contract on for 
ratification by the rank and 
file. 
A planned district meeting in 
Pittsburgh, another part of the 
union’s lengthy ratification pro­ 
cess, was postponed “at least 
one day’’ from. Monday, a union 
spokesman said. Other sources 
said the Pittsburgh meeting 
was unlikely before Wednesday 
and 
that 
the 
delay 
could 
prolong the strike by two days. 
Although no vote will 
be 
taken in Pittsburgh, the meet­ 
ing is important because union 
leadership will explain terms of 
the contract to more than 800 
locals. 
These delegates 
then 
will 
return to their locals, explain 
the contact and field questions 
before secret balloting begins. 
Ballots 
have 
already 
been 
mailed and voting is expected 
to take three days, 
The strike began at 12:01 
a.m. Tuesday morning. It has 
idled thousands of workers in 
related, industries and threatens 
to cause more layoffs. 
Because Monday was a mine 
holiday there has been virtually 
no coal mined, since the end of 
late Friday shifts a week ago. 
A “no contract, no work’’ 
provision in the UMW constitu­ 
tion will keep the mines closed 
until the contract is approved 
in secret balloting by some 
90.000 miners. Another 30,000 
strikers, covered by the BCOA 
contract through separate ar­ 
rangements with mining com­ 
panies, will not vote on the 
agreement. 
The contract provides for an

IT'S YOUR MONEY 
One of the biggest frauds in the country is the Social 
Security program, I do not mean to say there is nothing 
good in i t During the years of im plementation, it has done 
much good for many people. However, it is a tool of the 
politicians, and they mislead the people with it. It needs to 
be hr'Ought up to respectability. 


All the propaganda emanating from the Social 
Security Division leads people to think that, they pay into a 
fund which som eday will bring them a full return on this 
investment. This is far from the whole truth, and this is 
why I contend it is fraud... 


If two elements of the social security law were 
redesigned, this cloud could be lifted., and the program, 
would be a sound, respectable vehicle which would he a 
credit to its founders, instead of a political instrument to 
he exploited, every two years... 


In the first place people who reach 62 and 65 and draw 
social security are penalized if they earn over $2400 per 
year. This is wrong. The law should be changed to allow a 
person on social security to work and earn w hatever he 
can. He has paid for the social security benefits. He is 
entitled to them. No matter whatever income he is able to 
scrounge up Bill Hudnut, before he got the axe at election 
time, favored this position. 


Another provision which needs attention is the one 
which disregards full paym ent for husband and wife after 
they have both paid into the fund all of their working lives. 
If they stay married,, they are again penalized with short­ 
change when it comes tim e to draw social security, which 
they have paid for. This is fraud. This is theft by decep­ 
tion. A. husband and wife both working each, pay the full, 
am ount into the fund. Yet they can’t draw full benefit 
when the time comes for paym ent. There are many other 
features to 'the law which, a ie unfair, and ought to be1 
changed. 


If you feel this way about the social security law, it 
might be well for you to put the pressure on your 
congressman and senators.
